REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a device for 
interconnecting optical units comprising first and second carriers, an intermediate body and a 
hinge rotatably connecting one of the firs and second carriers to the other of the first and second 
carriers and the intermediate body. The carriers and the intermediate body are interconnected in 
such a manner that both rotational or angular adjustments and transverse adjustments of the 
carriers and the intermediate body can be made.
